Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments addressing indefinite limitations of 
claims, and the arguments addressing the prior art rejections are not persuasive. The examiner maintains that the 35 USC 112, second 
paragraph rejection is proper since it is not clear how the axis of the slot is radial to an axial direction and which direction the vertical 
direction is in. The disclosure, as well as teachings of prior art, do not resolve the lack of clarity of these particular claim limitations. The 
examiner maintains that the claimed subject matter is an obvious improvement of the prior art. 
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
